July 5. (AP)—The Italian 
trans-Atlantic plane, the Sa- 
voia-64, was sighted over 
Port Natal at 4:05 o'clock 
this afternoon and it was ex- 
pected that a- landing would 
be made here 
about 
5 


o'clock. 


The sighting of Capt. Arturo Fcr- 
rarln and Major Carlo P. Del Prete, 
Italian aviators, over Port Natal 
which is approximately 150 miles 
north of Pcrnambuco, marked the 
closing stage of one of the moat 
brilliant flights in thc history of 
aviation. 


The Itlians had estimated that a 
direct flight from Rome to Per- 
nambuco would carry them 4,635 
miles, thc longest non-stop distance 
flight ever made, breaking by more 
than 700 miles thc distance record 
from New York to Germany of 3,- 
909 miles established by Clarence 
Chamberlain and Charles Levine 
last year. 


The flight also marked the first 
time thc South Atlantic has ever 
been spanned directly from thc con- 
tinent of Eui'ope to thc mainland 
of South America although a direct 
flight has been made 
from 
the 
mainland of America to the main- 
land of South America. This was 
accomplished by thc French avia- 
tors Dieudonnc Costc and Joseph 
Le Brix. 


BUENOS AIRES, July 5.—VPh-A 
Rio Janeiro dispatch to La Nacion 
quotes a National Telegraph mes- 
sage from Port Natal as stating 
that Captain Ferrarln sent the fol- 
lowing message this afternoon: 
"Arriving over 
Brazilian terri- 
tory. We send you greetings."

Tuesday with 
the announced purpose of making 
a non-stop flight across the South 
Atlantic to thc coast of Brazil in 
an effort to -break the Chamber- 
laln-Lcvlne distance record of 3,- 
909 miles between thc United States 
and Germany. 
,The Italian fliers estimated the 
distance from Rome to the coast 
of Brazil as 4.635 miles. If they 
should reach Rio 
Janerio after 
striking the Brazilian coast, they 
would add another 1.000 miles to 
the distance they had covered. 
Their plane,, thc Savoia-64, is ca- 
pable of remaining in thc air long 
enough for thc flight to Rio De Ja- 
neiro. 
It wns in this same machine that 


thc two aviators established an en- 
durance record eavlv this* month 
of 58 hours. M minutes and 26 1-2 
seconds. At 3:f>l Pernambuco time 
(1:51 P. m., 
Kastcrn 
Standard 
time), the fliers were in the air 48 
hours and in thc light of their long 
distance record should be able to 
remain in the air another 10 hours, 
or long enough to reach the Bra- 
zilian capitol. 
The South Atlantic has never be- 


fore been crossed bv air In'a non- 
Ktop flight from-Europe to South 
America, One non-stoo flight has 
been made from thc mainland of 
Africa to thc mainland of South 
America. This was accomplished 

Dieudonnes 
Costes and Joseph Lc Brix, who 
flew from St. Louis. Senegal,

Earl Anderson, 35. pastor of

Fundamentalist Baptist church, is 
in the county jail here ami must 
remain there "from day to clay un- 
til he shall purge himself" of con- 
tempt of Judge Towne Young's 
court.

Deputy sheriffs escorted the pas- 
tor to jail today after Judge Young 
had fined him $100 and sentenced 
him to jail until he shall post a 
$1,000 assurance 
bond 
that the 
court's restraining order to cease 
work on the new tabernacle will 
be respected. 


In court Dr. Anderson declared 


that he would not at this time pay 
the fine or post the bond. Judge 
Young stopped him In a courtroom 
speech and ordered him taken to 
Jail. 


Eighteen others, cited to appear 


before 
Judge 
Young, were dis- 
charged by the court because they 
probably held a "misconception of 
the facts." He warned them, hcny- 
cvcr, that a like fate would await 
them if they continued work on the 
structure while the injunction was 
in force. 


Dr. J. Frank Norris, Fort Worth 
evangelist, advised Dr. Anderson 
not to pay the flnr. He said steps 
would be taken to obtain his 
re- 
lease through habeas corpus pro- 


ceedings. Dr. Norris announced he 
would make arrangements for Dr. 
Anderson to preach all day Sunday 
from the county jail through a re- 
mote control radio hook-up with 
Dr. Norris' Fort Worth 
station. 


Mrs. Lula Scale, sheriff of Dallas 
county, said there would be no ob- 
jection to the arrangement. 
The telephone at police head- 
quarters rang constantly last night 
when residents in the vicinity of 
the tabernacle reported that tKcy 
were unable to sleep because of 
noise made by the workmen, who 
remained on the iob throughout 
the night. 
The injunction restraining work 
on the tabernacle was issued by 
Judge Young at the 
request of 
property owners, who declared that 
the proposed structure did 
not 
conform to the cltv building code, 
and would constitute a fire hazard.

INTERESTING INFORMATION 


ON HOME CANNING SENT OUT 
BY INDUSTRIAL ARTS COLLEGE 


DENTON, July 5.—(SpU—Home 
canning is particularly appropriate 
for this week's budget from the 
household arts department of the 
College of Industrial Arts, since at 
this time of the year many fruits 
and vegetables are available for 
preservation. Some raw foods we 
should have every day. particularly 
raw fruits and vegetables. 
Our 


mea.ls should always 
supply us 
with an adequate amount of vita- 
mins and mineral suits. To have 
the desired variety of these foods, 
it is necessary 
for some of the 
fruits and vegetables to be canned. 
Canned vegetables supply the same 
nourishment as freshly cooked veg- 
etables. 
Although 
it has 
been 
found that vitamin C is to some 
extent destroyed In cooking except 
in tomatoes, this vitamin may be 
supplied by including one 
raw 


fruit and one raw vegetable in our 
meals every day. Vegetables are 
no longer covered with water in 
the' process of cooking them and 
then drained into the sink, which 
looses some of the dissolveil min- 
eral salts and vitamins, but 
are 
cooked In a small amount of wat- 
er and all of the liquid is retained 
in the vegetables. 
There are several methods for 
canning such as: The open kettle 
method, the cold pack method, and 
the pressure method. Yet there is 
no doubt that, the pressure cooker 
is the most, satisfactory. It requires 
Jess time, less wbrk and is the 
most successful. • 
Pint jars and quart jars with big 
mouths arc the best and most con- 
venient for home use. . New rub- 
bers and taps may be secured as 
needed. 
Vegetables are more difficult to 
preserve than fruits. Bacteria in- 
habiting 
cultivated 
soils.' form 
spores which cannot be killed 
by 


boiling temperatures. It is less 
difficult, if vegetables arc canned 
immediately on gathering. 
Wash and peel tomatoes without 


dipping in water if possible. Pack 
them solidly in the can and add 
one teaspoon of salt to one quart 
and add no water. Place rubbers 
and caps on the jars in position 
but not tight. Then place the jars 
in the canner containing sufficient 
water 
to come to the platform. 


Close the canner and after the live 
steam escapes, close the pctcock. 
Record the temperature after the 
force of steam has reached the re- 
quired point. Tomatoes should be 
sterilized for ten minutes at 
ten 
pounds pressure. Remove the can- 
ner and tighten the lids immedi- 
ately. 


Choose.young, tender beans and 
wash; cut off both ends and string. 
Pack in jars, add one teaspoon of 
salt to one quart of beans and fill 
the jars with hot water. Place rub- 
bers anil lids on and nut in the 
pressure cooker as for tomatoes. 
Sterilize at ten pounds pressure for 
two hours. 
Remove and tighten 
the caps. 


Choose tender ears and can the 
same day it is picked. Husk and 
dip in boiling water for five min- 
utes, then in cold water for one- 
half minute. Cut corn from the 
cob and pack in jars. Sterilize at 
15 pounds pressure for four hours. 
Remove and tighten caps. 
Select ripe firm fruit 
Peel by 
dipping in boiling water for one 
minute; place in cold water imme- 
diately. The skins will slip easily 
off them. Cut the neeled peaches 
into halves and remove the seeds. 
Pack in jars and cover with syrup. 
The syrup may be made by using 
3 1-2 -pounds of sugar to one gallon 
of liquid. Boil the syrup from five 
to ten minutes and strain to re- 
move the immunities. 
Fill each jar with -the syrup and 


remove air bubbles.. Place 
the 
rubbers and adjust fhe caps loose- 
ly. Sterilize at ten pounds pressure 
for five 
minutes. 
Remove and 
tighten the cans'.' 


Strawberries and Blackberries. 
Gather the berries and sort, can- 
ning only the sound fruit. Place 
in a collander and sorav with cold 
water. 
Remove the stems 
and 
leaves. 
Place in jars, and 
put 
on the rubbers and 
tap loosely 
screwed. 
Sterilize 
in nressure 
cooker at tcnp ounds nressure for 
five minutes. Remove from 
tht 
canner and tighten the caps. 
Fruits hold their color better if 
stored in the dark. It is conven- 
ient if jars are dated and labeled.

He was awarded the 


leave for gallantry in being the on-

to witness Du- 


pont's shelling of Charleston. 
She 


and Villard were married in 1866. 


Mr. VlJlard continued his jour- 


nalistic work for several years and 
then became secretary ofsthe Amer- 
ican Social Science association. He 
later 
became 
president

Northern Pacific railroad and was 
fou a short time the foremost fig- 
ure in the railroad world. He died 
in 1900. 
Mrs. Villard subsequently joined 
the movement for women's suf- 
frage and was a notable figUre in 
that cause.
